Tuesday—Attractive nndBeait- 
tlful Work on Display. 


The first annual exhibition of the 
Arts and Crafts association opened 
in the public library building Tues­ 
day afternoon, and during the re­ 
mainder of the day and evening was 
enjoyed by many lovers of the beau­ 
tiful. The exhibit is truly a marvel­ 
ous, attractive anil beautiful one, and 
vory creditable as showing the work of 
the members of the local branch of 
this enthusiastic and growing cult. 
Specimens from out of tho city were 
alst) shown, while there is a fine dis­ 
play from the public schools mid the 
local state institutions for the blind 
aud the deaf. 


For the convenience o f patrons o f 
the exhibit 
catalogues 
have 
been 
printed, ami are sold at the door for 
a nominal sum. 
It is prefaced with 
the following introtluelitm : 


“The Arts ami Crafts movement 
Inis assumed such proportion*, not 
only in the great centers of popula­ 
tion, but in our own city, that there 
has ¡irisen a desire to bring together 
specimens of the work being done. 
We want to see what others nrc tlp- 
ing, not from a spirit of rivalry, but 
with the yearning of the seeker after 
truth. We want new ideas. We waul 
a greater incentive to larger work. 


“In offering this first exhibition, the 
commillee of arrangements do so 
with hope that such practical good 
may result and that such interest 
may be aroused, not only in the ex­ 
hibitors but in nil who attend, that 
the exhibition of Arts ¡md Crafts

this room also arc many beautiful 
samples of the elyna painting art.

exhibit in this department is well 
worth seeing, even by those not par­ 
ticularly interested in such work, 
and to such as are inclined toward 
the pursuit of the beautiful many of 
the objects on exhibition will be a 
revelation.
